FOR. MINIMIZING THE ERFECTS 
OF COLI ISIONS.

MEETING AT THE C:TY HALL, - 


Yesterday alternoon His Excellency Admiral 
Makaroff, of the Russian Navy, met a number 
of leading resfdents {n the Chamber of Cons- 
merce Rom, City Hell, and explained -to 
them his scheme for minimizing the effecte 
of collisions at sea, Hon, A’ McConachle 
presided, and! there was a very large 
‘attendance, including Commodore Boyes, RN., 
Commandet R, Morray Rumsey (Harbour 
Master), Commander W. C. H. Hastings, Hon, 

J.J. Belt-Irving, Hon, E, R, Belilios, C.M.G. 

prat anwar, RN, J. J. Francis, OC.,

The Chatrman said:—On the {nvitation of the 
Cham’ er of Commerce H.E, Admiral Makaroff 
has kindly consented to come bere to-day for 
the purpose of explaining his scheme for minfe 
. Mlsing the effects of colltsions between ships, 
may mention that His Excellency has occupied 
himself ln the study of slmilzr schemes since he 
was a young Heutenant, and some twenty years 
ago one of bis loventions-—“a collision mat "— 
was exhibited: at ao exhibition held in eet 
and recelved such general attention and approval 
as to lead to tts adoption by most Europeat 
navies, He has also occupied himeelf with the 
atedy of the impravement of .bulkbeads, etc, 
and the importance of hia fdeas, Jn this latter 
connection #0 favourably impressed Mr, Morley, 
Chief Engineer to Sir E. J, Reed, the great 
naval constructor, that he publicly lectured fo 
London on the suggesilons advanced hy His 
Excellency, At this tlme Admiral Makaroff 
was only beginning, as {t were, bls naval carcer, 
but hia own Government very soon recognized 
the great ‘ablilly of thelr young officer, and 
rewarded blm by rapid promotions, I feel anre 
the ex Ianatlons we. are about to listen to, 
comlog from ‘sech a distinguished naval officer 
and bearing on such an important subject as 
the reducing of the risk to life and property, 
will be followed with close attentiog by aif 
present, (Load applanse): cP .

tell you that collisions are very freqaent In these 
days. I bave no statstics, bat every one reading 
any of the big morning newspapers finds there 
almost every day some {oformation ‘about 
collisions at sea and thelr fatal consequences, 
Io some cases the newspapers give particular 
details; but more often the report ts very brief 
and slmply states that such and. scch a ship 
went to the bottom, and so may lives were lost. 
Everyone of ue {seo much accustomed to read | 
such information that we do not, ask ouselves 
whether {1 {s really unavoidable that after o 
collision ons'ship or both of them ahovld goto 
the bottom. It is talen for, granted that fiom 
time to time ships collide and sinks, and I believe
